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Qne day a man got pretty badly 
burned while trying to get some vitriol out 
of acarboy. The way he went at it was to 
up the box containing the carboy on edge 
on a block of wood and let the acid run 
into a pitcher used for that purpose. By 
some mishap the box canted sidewise and 
the stream of acid went into the man’s boot 
leg, burning him severely before the foot 
could be stripped. Some physicians will 
tella man mot to put on water when acid is 
spilled on the flesh. Instead, to run for 
ashes, whiting, lime or any other alkali that 
may be at hand. 

It will not do torub on a little water with 
arag or a sponge and then look for good 
results. The water must be used freely— 
lots of it, and at once. Let the foot or hand 
be plunged right into the water tank and 
moved briskly around so as to to bring as 
much water against the flesh as possible. 
Then the acid will be quickly diluted and 
washed away, stopping the eating process 
at once. In this case a hose was used for 
running water from the water box to a 
spout which led to the drainers, and Tramp, 
seeing the man spill the acid, hastily pulled 
off the boot, stripped off the stocking and 
turned on the hose, at the same time plung- 
ing his own hand into the stream. Acid 
had got on Tramp’s fingers while he was 
stripping off the boot and stocking, but the 
stream of water removed it so quickly that 
the effect of the acid was very slight and 
scarcely felt. 

After this accident he determined to rig 
up something which would make the acid 
business safer. He found that there was a 
very good acid pump in the market, and 
after buying one had no more trouble with 
acid until the pump got broken. This, 
however, happened in less than a month, 
for the pump, although excellent in con- 
struction and perfect in its working, was 
nevertheless made largely of glass, and 
went to pieces the first time the bleach 
maker tipped over the barrel on which it 
was temporarily resting. 

Finally, after trying a good many schemes, 
including the placing of the acid on a shelf, 
and running out the acid as desired by sim- 
ply lowering the end of a glass tube (the 
tube fell down one night and a whole car- 
boy of acid ran all over the bleach room), 
Tramp hit upon the trick of hanging the 
carboy on trunnions. The scheme worked 
well. The apparatus was simple, and con- 
sisted of a ‘‘box and a half,” the half box 
Standing on the floor and carrying two up- 
rights, between which the other box was 
made to fit. The bolts which served as 
trunnions went through the sides of the 
inner box, also through the uprights of the 
outer half box, high enough so that the 
inner box would swing its corners clear of 
the floor. 

The carboy of acid was carefully placed in 
the inner box and so fastened by acouple of 
hooks and staples that, although the inner 
box should be turned upside down, the car- 
bey must turn with it without falling out. 
\ hole was bored through both boxes near 
the bottom at one side, and a three-quar- 
ter inch bolt placed in the hole prevented 
the box from tipping while the carboy was 
being put in position. A lever about 2 
‘eet long was made fast to the inner box, 
and served as a handle by which to tip the 
carboy when in the act of pouring the acid. 
To avoid possible accident the bolt was 
kept in its place at all times when not pour- 
ing the acid, thus preventing the accidental 
spilling of acid should anything fall against 
the acid rig. The boxes were made of 2 
inch oak plank, put together with five- 
eighth inch bolts which extended clear from 








one side to the other. This form of con- 
struction was much better than nails or 
screws, for it allowed the boxes to be kept 
tight, no matter how much they were 
banged around, and the bleach room is not 
the place where the most gentle usage of 
appliances isto be found. Indeed, they for- 
got to put in a gentle handling place when 
they built paper mills. 

Strings raise the mischief when they get 
where they are not wanted—and that is on 
the machine. One day Tramp left a nail 
sticking out of the edge of the hole through 
which the stuff came up from the pump to 
the stuff box. The next time the box was 
emptied the machine tender read him a 
lesson for leaving the nail there, saying, 
‘*It was all covered with strings.” 

‘*What hurt?” asked Tramp. ‘' Hadn’t 
you rather have the strings there than on 
the wire?” 

‘‘That’s so,” said the machine tender, 
‘* they don’t do any hurt there, do they?” 

Tramp and the machine tender then put 
their heads together and made a wooden 
ring, which was weighted with lead heavy 
enough to stay under water. This ring 
was sunk arcund the hole through which 
the stuff came up, and the flat side of the 
ring was driven full of very slim brass 
wires. The stuff would pass through the 
nails all right, but the strings got mixed up 
worse than eels ima water wheel. It seemed 
to clean them all out, and the stock beater 
told Tramp that he was going to lay for 
him for finding more strings in the stuff 
than ever went out of the engines. The 
nail business worked so well in the stuff 
box that it was applied whenever there was 
a chance to get a row of nails into the pas- 
sages traveled by the stuff, and Tramp 
made up his mind that if ever he was ina 
mill where the engine men couldn't send 
down stuff without having a lot of strings 
in it he would build a shallow spout about 
20 feet long, leading back and forth between 
the end of the stuff pipe and the screen 
frame. The inside of this spout should be 
made into a continuous riffle by means of 
brass wire or nails, and the stuff in travers- 
ing the length of the spout thus filled with 
nails would lose all of the strings that could 
possibly be left by the most careless beater 
man. 

There was always a pile of slitters in the 
shop waiting to be sharpened, and it was a 
standing saying in the shop when Tramp 
first came that when a ‘‘ man was tired and 
wanted to rest he could sharpen slitters.”’ 
It was a disagreeable job to drive the slit- 
ters on an arbor, turn them up with a side 
tool and then do the same with another one. 
When a slitter got thin the tool would often 
jump clear through the thin steel, and then 
it had to be taken off and another piece 
riveted on and turned up. So many new 
steels had to be put on that Tramp had the 
management purchase some of the conical 
slitters. These were made with a cylindri- 
cal conic&l shell about one-quarter inch thick, 
and, being attached to the bub at oue end by 
screws placed in line with the shaft, it was 
possible to use these slitters ‘until the entire 
cone, which was about an inch wide, had 
been worn away by the repeated turning up 
operations. 


When the cone had been completely worn 
off Tramp chucked the old disk which re- 
mained and made the hole large enough so 
that it could be put on to one of the old- 
fashioned hubs, where the steel is secured 
by rivets, as with the first mentioned va- 
riety of slitters. On this hub another layer 
of three-eighths of an inch could be worn 
off, reducing the actual waste of steel toa 
very small part of the original. The turn- 
ing operation proved such a nuisance that 
he determined to get rid of it entirely. To 
that end he rigged an emery wheel about 6 
inches in diameter, so that it could be at- 
tached to the tool post and theslitter ground 
up instead of being turned. 


It was found that the slitters could be 
left much harder when they were to be 
ground instead of turned, and that they 
lasted a good deal longer without getting 
found that the emery 


dull. It was also

very hard. By using a wheel not over 6 


inches in diameter, and by setting the | 


wheel at a right angle, radially, to the slit- 
ter, the latter would be concaved consid- 
erably, sothat a cleaner cut was made with- 
out the least danger of the paper getting 
caught between the two disks when the 
slitters got a little dull. 
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Apparatus for Making Bleaching 
Powder. 








A new apparatus for the manufacture 
of bleaching powder is herewith illustrated. 
The purpose of this invention is to over- 
come the difficulties which have heretofore

unnecessary for workmen to enter the same 
or for the hydrated lime to be in any man- 
ner handled during the process of making 
the bleaching powder. 

This apparatus consists of towers or 
chambers in which there are superposed 
tiers of revolving or tilting slats, and at the 
top of which there are hoppers for feeding 
the hydrated lime onto the revolvingslats, 
and a hopper at the bottom portion of the 
tower receiving the bleaching powder 


and discharging it into casks for ship- 
ment. The slats of each superposed 
tier of tilting slats are connected to- 


gether at one end bya bar, to which one 
corner of each of such slats is pivoted, and 
the axis of one slat of each tier projects 
outside of the tower or chamber wall and 
has connected to it a crank arm or handle, 
by the movement of which all of the slats 
in that tier are given a partial rotation, or, 
in other words, tilted, whereby the hy- 
drated lime as it is fed from the upper hop- 
pers is discharged onto the superposed tiers 
of slats and covers the same with a heaped 
up mass of lime of pyramidal form. The 
slats are employed not only to hold the 
lime in this form while it is exposed to 
the action of the chlorine gas, but they are 
to be tilted to deliver the lime onto the 
slats beneath, and in so doing turn over 
the lime and expose fresh surfaces thereof 
to the action of the chlorine gas. 

Figure 1 is a vertical section of the de- 
vice, and Fig. 2 is a sectional plan at the 
line «+ 2.

| by this handle and the bar £ all of the slats 
in one tier are tilted or given a partial ro- 
tation, as illustrated in Fig. 1 at the upper 
tier of slats. 

The slats in the respective tiers are not 
placed directly over each other, but are set 
| alternately, or, in other words, one is inter- 

mediate of the other, the central points or 
pivots of one tier being over the space be- 
tween the slats of the tier beneath, so that 
when one tier of slats is tilted its contents 
are delivered onto the centre of the slats 
beneath. 

It will be noticed from Fig. 1 that the 
bosses z are upon one corner of one tier of 
slats and upon the opposite corner of the 

| tiers of slats above and beneath, and that 
one tier of slats tilts in one direction and 
the next tier above in the opposite direction. 
This is done to economize space and to 
insure the thorough turning over or mix- 
ing of the hydrated lime and the absorptior.

Where the double inclined shelves g are 
employed no lime remains thereon; but 
all is delivered onto the slats 4. The gates 
are now closed and chlorine gas is admitted 
to the tower or chamber at any desired 
point and in any suitable or desired man- 
ner. An inlet pipe is shown at the top and 
an exit pipe at the bottom of the tower. 
After sufficient time has elapsed the lower 
tier of revolving slats is tilted and their con- 
tents delivered into the hopper c, and then 
they are returned to a normal 
The second tier of slats is now tilted and 
their contents delivered on the tier beneath, 
in which delivery the lime is turned over 
and mixed up to acertain extent, so that 
and unacted upon surface is pre- 
sented.

It will thus be seen that in this apparatus 
and during the manufacture therein of 
bleaching powder all the operations of sup- 
plying and turning over the lime are con- 
ducted from outside of the tower or cham- 
ber, and that it is not necessary for workmen 
to go inside the same under any cireum- 
stances. 

Sight holes with glass in them may be

Artificial Stone. 





Many artificial stones have been used 
| for ornamental work which, if exposed to 
the humidity of the atmosphere, absorb 
moisture and then disintegrate. A new 
composition below described may, after it 
becomes set, be immersed in boiling water 
for hours and then plunged into ice cold 
water without affecting it in any manner. 
This composition is made by mixing a cer- 
tain quantity of oxide of magnesium and 
chloride of magnesium and stirring these 
components together until the resultant 
cement forms a plastic paste. The oxide 
| of magnesium or calcined magnesia is ob- 
tained by burning pure magnesite in kilns, 
or preferably in iron or clay retorts, at 
such a temperature and length of time as 
| will expel all carbonic acid from the crude 
material. Magnesia containing a notice- 





tially as follows : The hoppers / are charged | 


| able quantity of lime should not be used. 
| The calcined magnesia thus obtained is 
| then ground to an impalpable powder. 
| To obtain chloride of magnesium con- 
taining no sulphuric acid salts and free 
| acids, take hydrochloric acid of 1.16 specific 
gravity and gradually add such an amount 
| of calcined magnesium that the resulting 
| chloride of magnesium will be perfectly 
| neutral, as indicated by a litmus paper 
| test. Itis then a yellow oily liquid of 34° 
| Baumé, and can be stored in oil drums. 
This, it will be noted, is very different from 
| the magnesium chloride salt of commerce, 
| which is generally dissolved in water for the 
| production of a cement. The commercial 
magnesium chloride sait contains sul- 
| phuric acid salts and free acids, which, as 
is well known, do not resist the influence of 
the elements, and as they also absorb car- 
bonic acid from the air such salts render 
the produced stone materia] liable to cracks 
and final disintegration. 

To obtain a perfectly basic cement add 
the neutral magnesium chloride, obtained 
as above described, to a certain quantity of 
calcined magnesia and stir the mixture un- 
til the cement is plastic. For 100 pounds 
of calcined magnesia take 7 to 9 gallons 
magnesium chloride. 

This cement is dense and waterproof in 
itself, but is not sufficiently elastic and te- 
nacious to withstand extreme changes of

Business continues remarkably quiet 
in all lines of business, the paper trade be- 
ing no exception. While there is no doubt 
that the Western paper manufacturers fully 
expected the American Paper Manufactur- 
ers’ Association to select a Western man as 
president at its last annual meeting, still,

as far as I have been able to feel the senti- 
ment of the paper manufacturers here, the 
seiection which was made has given satis- 
faction. 

In a conversation to-day with James Alli- 
son, chief of the Department of Manufac- 
tures of the World’s Columbian Exposition, 
he informed me that they would soon be 
able to make an allotment of space. There 
is a widespread opinion that a partial allot- 
ment has already been made, and many 
complaints are being made by persons who 
teel that there has been an unjust discrimi- 
nation. This is not the case, and until it 
is fully decided just what the scope of the 
fair will be no allotments can be made. 
Considerable fault finding has prevailed in 
the East and South as to the request of 
Chicago for the $5,000,000 appropriation. 
With the $2,500,000 appropriated by Con- 
gress and the $10,000,000 alreaay raised by 
the city of Chicago and by subscription 
there will be no difficulty in securing a total 
of $17,000,000 for the fair. 

With this vast sum in sight it will be im- 
possible to enlarge on the scope that the 
exposition has already assumed, and appli- 
cations are already in for four times more 
space than can possibly be provided. 

It is only by comparison that one can 
get a conception of the magnitude of this 
great enterprise. The area of ground cov- 
ered by buiidings at the Centennial Expo- 
sition, exclusive of live stock, was 57 acres, 
the main building covering 22 acres. 

The principal structure of the Columbian 
Exposition is the Manufactures and Liberal 
Arts Building, covering an area of 30% 
acres, the largest building in the world. Its 
dimensions in feet are 787x1,687. In the 
centre of this building is an enormous hall, 
without columns, 386 feet 10 inches wide by 
1,275 feet 10 inches long, covered with a 
roof formed by great iron arches, springing 
from all sides and rising to a height of 210 
feet above the floor. To get a proper idea 
of the immensity of this stupendous struc- 
ture one must take the dimensions of the 
largest building with which he is acquainted 
and then calculate how many of such struc- 
tures could be crowded into this huge 
leviathan. 

As an illustration take the Chicago Board 
of Trade, the largest and finest edifice de- 
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voted to trade and commerce in the world. 
By taking off a portion of its tower twenty- 
eight such buildings could be placed inside 
of it and leave lanes 18 feet wide on either 
side and between them from end to end, 
and 14 feet wide from side to side, with the 
same distance from the end walls. In the 
centre hall alone, without a supporting 
pillar, ten such buildings could be placed 
and still leave a street 150 feet in width pass 
through the centre. The dedicatory ser- 
vices are to be held in this hall next Oc- 
tober, and after making provision for ample 
aisles it is calculated that 70,000 people can 
be comfortably seated. 

The joint committee on ceremonies has 
selected as representatives of the great 
paper industry at this ceremony Col. H. A. 
Frambach, Kaukauna, Wis.; Maj. G. B. 
Fox, of the Friend & Fox Paper Company, 
Lockland, Ohio, and George W. Wheel- 
wright, of the Wheelwright Paper Com- 
pany anc president of the Boston Paper 
Trade Association. 

Three weeks ago J. W. Maxwell, the 
founder of the mammoth wall paper house 
of S. A. Maxwell & Co., of this city, was 
prostrated by the intense heat then pre- 
vailing, and was seriously hurt in falling. 
For a week or more he hovered at the 
threshold of death, the physicians pronounc- 
ing his recovery impossible ; but, thanks toa 
sound constitution and careful nursing, he 
is on a fair way to recovery, and may have 
many years yet spared to him, although he 
has already passed two years beyond the 
allotted span of three score and ten. 

S. A. Maxwell has been kept in the East 
for some time in the interests of the wall 
paper combination. E. E. Maxwell will 
probably leave on Saturday for New York, 
where he expects to remain three weeks.

An engineer can make a very efficient 
high and low water alarm for a steam 
boiler by means of two copper pipes 2 
inches in diameter and 5 or 6 feet long.

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Dryer for Paper Machines. 





The improvement herewith illustrated | 
is intended to provide a convenient means | 


for starting a paper web through the dryers 


after it leaves the press rolls. Heretofore it | 


has been the practice of the operator to 
catch the leading end of the paper web, 
throw it between the felt and the first dryer, 
seize the end of the web as it passes from 
the roll, carrying it to the next by passing 
it over the paper carrying rolls, and so on 
through the whole series. This has been, as 
is well known, a troublesome and dangerous 
operation ; but by means of this invention 
all danger to the operator is said to be 
obviated and the machine may be run at a 
much higher speed and its effectiveness 
increased. 

Figure 1 is a side elevation of an ordinary 
dryer for paper machines provided with the 
improvement ; Fig. 2 is a detail plan view of 
the head end of a dryer, showing the lead- 
ing end of the paper web started around 
the dryers, the dotted lines showing the | 
width of the paper.

Conditional Sale of Goods. 


[WRITTEN FOR THE JOURNAL. ] 


| It would seem that the sale of goods 
upon conditions which are clearly expressed 
and fully understood could involve no 
complications out of which any serious liti- 
gation would be likely to grow. Yet the 
reports of the courts show that this assump- 
tion is not well founded. 

One of the most universal conditions at- 
taching to the sale of goods is the agree- 
ment that when they are delivered they 
| shall be of a specified grade. Sometimes 

the agreement is that they shall be 

‘‘satisfactory”” to the buyer. This is a 
very advantageous contract for the latter ;

It is arule of law, under the Stat- 
utes of Fraud, that possession of personal 


| property imparts title unless the reservation

facts, if the goods are destroyed by fire be- | 


fore the conditions have been fulfilled upon 
which the title was to have passed, the loss 
is upon the seller, unless it was through the 


fault or neglect of the buyer that the con- | 


ditions had not been fulfilled or the goods 
returned. And this is so whether the con- 
tract reserving title had been recorded or 


| not. But where the rights of third parties 


intervene it is necessary that the reserva- 
tion of title should have been recorded.

felt are mounted in the lower part of the 
machine frame. 

E E’ are a pair of endless tapes. The 
tape E passes underneath the felt and 
around with it between it and the drying 
rolls to a point where the felt leaves the 
drying rolis to pass over the first of the felt 
carrying rolls B. From this point the tape 
separates from the felt and passes around 
and over the ordinary paper rolls C, follow- 
ing in fact the line of travel that the web of 
paper follows in the ordinary machine. 
The other tape E’ passes over and around 
pulleys F and F’, mounted in suitable hang- 
ers above the machine. From the pulley F 
it passes down to one of the paper carrying 
rolls at 2, from which point it travels with 
the tape E. The two tapes from this point 
travel together one above the other parallel 
with one edge of the paper through the 
dryer until they reach the last paper carry- 
ingroll1. From this it passes up and over 
the pulley F’. 

It has been found that it is best to start 
the grasping tapes together at the second 
drying roll in order that the web may be 
partially dried by the first roll before it is 
grasped by the tapes; but they may be 
made to start together at the first roll or at 
the press rolls, if desired. 

The operator seizes the end of the web as 
itcomes from the press rolls, feeds it to the 
first dryer in the ordinary manner, then 
again seizes it as it passes from the first 
dryer, carries it forward and feeds it to 
the bite of the tapes, as shown in Fig. 2, 
the tapes carrying it through the dryer 
without further trouble 

It will be seen that the carrying tapes 
pass over and partially around the upper 
paper carrying rolls and assist in causing 
them to revolve, thus relieving the partially 
dried paper web from strain.

resented, and the burden of showing this 
rests upon him. 
| It frequently happens in certain lines of 
trade that goods are sold on trial. Under 
such a contract, if the contract limits a 
time within which the buyer must decide 
whether or not the goods shall be returned, 
he is bound strictly by that limitation. If 
the contract makes no such limitation, the 
law imposes upon the buyer the duty of 
making the trial freely, fairly and expedi- 
tiously. What is a reasonable time must, 
of course, depend largely upon the nature 
of the merchandise. Some things would 
require only examination ; some would re- 
quire a test, while others might demand 
extended use. When the parties them- 
selves do not stipulate as to this condition, 
the law takes all of the circumstances of 
the case into consideration, and requires, 
as nearly as it may be ascertained, the 
exercise of good faith between the parties, 
and if the buyer has failed to exercise this 
he is deprived of the benefit of his con- 
dition. 

There are some conditions which the law 
imposes upon every sale, independent of 
the contract between the parties. Where 
goods are soll by sample, for instance, al- 
though there be no specific agreement to 
that effect, the law implies the condition 
that the goods delivered shall be equal to 
the sample. The law also imposes upon 
every seller the implied warranty that he 
has good title and lawful right to sell the 
goods, and for failure of title the sale 
becomes void. When goods are sold for a 
specific purpose and the seller knows the 
use which the buyer intends to make of 
them, the law also imposes upon the seller 
the condition that they shall be fit for the 
use for which they are intended.

EASTERN STATES. 

The United States Air Moistening and 
Ventilating Company, of Providence, R. L., 
shipped a 68 inch ‘* Aerophor ” paper damp- 
ener to the Nonotuck Paper Company, of 
Holyoke, last week. For a year past the 
Nonotuck has had a 68 inch ‘‘ Aerophor ” in 
operation and this 1s the second order. 

The mill of the Bowdoin Paper Manufac- 
turing Company, Brunswick, Me., was start- 
ed with one machine with a capacity of 3 or 
4tons perday. At the present time it runs 
four machines, making 26 tons of news per 
day. It employs about ninety hands on 
the profit sharing scheme, and gave a divi- 
dend of 7.2 per cent. on wages in July. 
This is the third dividend paid to the help. 

The Kennebec Light and Heat Company 
will light the new paper mill at Augusta, 
Me., and has had a crew of men at work 
wiring the mill and putting in thirty lights. 
The company has purchased another big 
dynamo having power to furnish an addi- 
tional 1,000 incandescent lights. This gives 
the plant a total capacity of 3,200 lights 
Exclusive of the Togus system the plant 
will have a capacity of 2,500 lights. As soon 
as this new machine is in and the wires 
have been connected the company will dis- 
continue the use of the plant which it re- 
cently purchased. It is expected to do this 
about September 1. 

The Coe Brass Manufacturing Company 
is again making additions to its already ex- 
tensive plant at Thompsonville, Conn., and 
has placed the contract with the Berlin Iron 
Bridge Company, of East Berlin, Conn., 
for three iron buildings. one 32x130 feet, 
another 50x50 feet, and the third 60 
x160 feet, these buildings being so ar- 
ranged as to form a fireproof connection 
between their several wooden buildings, 
and thus give additional shop room, and at 
the same time in case of fire to prevent it 
from spreading. 

Four pairs of 33 inch horizontal shaft 
wheels are being made by the Rodney 
Hunt Machine Company, Orange, Mass., 
for the new mill of the Glens Falls Paper 
Company, of Fort Edward, N. Y. 

One pair of 36 inch horizontal shaft 
wheels in iron case, making sixteen wheels 
sold that firm in all, is being made for the 
Hudson River Pulp and Paper Company, 
Palmer’s Falls, N. Y., by the Rodney Hunt 
Machine Company, of Orange, Mass. 

The Jay Paper Company, Jay Bridge, 
Me., is to put in a second paper machine. 
It will be a 108 inch machine, whereas the 
present one is only an 8inchone. The 
two will have a capacity of turning out 20 
tons per day. 

The Brookside Paper Company, South 
Manchester, Conn., has completed its new 
stock room. 

The Hanmer & Forbes Paper Company. 
Burnside, Conn., is running night and day 
to keep pace with its increased business.

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Paper Drying and Cutting Ap- 
paratus. 


An improvement in paper drying and 
cutting apparatus is intended to be applied 
to the cutting of a paper web into longitu- 
dinal strips, which are wound into rolls of 
suitable size adapted for their intended 
commercial use. It especially relates to 
the cutting and enrollment of paper com- 
mercially known as ‘‘ vegetable parchment 
paper,” which is non-fibrous in its character, 
and which, owing to chemical treatment 
after its delivery from the calenders of the 
paper making machine, requires a subse- 
quent drying and calendering process be- 
fore it is cut into strips. 

In cutting machines heretofore used the 
web of paper or the strips cut therefrom, or 
both, have been transferred from the final 
calendering cylinder to the cutting cylinder 
or the cutters, and from thence to the spools 
or independent rolls at greater or less dis- 
tances of transmission in planes tangential 
to the cylinders, wherein both sides or sur- 
faces of the paper are exposed. 

It consists in a cutting cylinder around 
which the paper is passed and cutters act- 
ing thereon, the cylinder resting on the 
final calendering or drying cylinder, where- 
by the paper is transferred in uninterrupted 
contact with the metal or other surface of 
the one or the other such cylinders ; and it 
also consists, in conjunction with the 
calendering and cutting cylinders thus 
placed, of spooling rolls for the paper, also 
in contact with the cutting cylinder, there- 
by drying, calendering, cutting and wind- 
ing the paper on a continuous train of the 
cylinders and the rolls. Rapid evaporation 
and absolute dryness and cockling are thus 
prevented before the paper is wound, and, 
moreover, the paper is kept taut toa greater 
degree than it could be when tangentially 
transferred, and is retained in a perfectly 
smooth condition until taken up in a plur- 
ality of compact rolls after it is cut. 

The paper after delivery from the calen- 
dering rolls of the paper making machine 
is passed through a bath of sulphuric acid, 
which acid is then washed out and neu- 
tralized, and subsequently the paper is 
wound into the undried roll. As the web 
is drawn from the roll upon the drying 
cylinder it is confined closely thereto by 
means of an endless conveying belt of ab- 
sorbent felt, which extends in a continuous 
piece the full width of the cylinder. The 
surface speed of the paper being about 60 
feet per minute, sufficient time is afforded 
while the paper is in contact with the cyl- 
inder having its large circumference to ex- 
pel the greater part of the moisture. 

The web is then calendered and trans- 
ferred to another cylinder and kept in close 
contact with the surface thereof while mov- 
ing upward, and the cutting cylinder also 
contributes to the calendering operation. 
The knife‘grooves in the cutting cylinder 
are so narrow as to cause no material defect 
in this function. The paper while upon 
the cylinder is severed into strips by knives, 
and upon reaching the point of contact be- 
tween that cylinder and the roll of paper 
on the shaft is transferred to the latter 
without at any time having its tension re- 
laxed or having more than one side or sur- 
face thereof exposed to the atmosphere. 
A weighted arm by its range of movement 
maintains vertical pressure of the rolls and 
successive cylinders upon one another.

Spontaneous Combustion. 





Dr. Kedzie, professor of chemistry in 
the Michigan State Agricultural College at 
Lansing, in a recent address before the 
Michigan Association of Fire Under- 
writers said: ** Vegetable oils, and espe- 
cially spirits of turpentine, tend to take 
oxygen rapidly from the air, and thus 
generate heat. The large extent of surface 
exposed to the air promotes this oxidation, 
and the rags, being poor conductors of 
heat, retain the heat produced by oxidation, 
and hence arises the danger of spontaneous 
combustion. The danger is increased if 
the rags are moist. Similar instances of 
spontaneous combustion are seen in hay 
mows when the hay has been put up damp. 
The danger is greater where the rags are 
soiled by vegetable oils ; for example, lin- 
seed and cotton seed oil, and especially 
spirits of turpentine used in making var- 
nish.

PAPER MILL MACHINFRY. Friction Clutches. Cut-off Couplings. 
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for Cutting and Trim- 
ming Paper. 


Machine 


An improved machine for cutting and 
trimming paper is herewith illustrated. 

Figure 1 isa side elevation of the machine, 
Fig. 2 is an end view, Fig. 3 is a longitudi- 
nal sectional view of the revolving cutter 
cylinder, and Fig. 4 is atransverse sectional 
view of the same. 

This invention relates to appliances for 
winding, unwinding, trimming and cutting 
paper into strips of any desired width and 
length for printing and other purposes—for 
narrow strips suitable for printing 
labels and many 


example, 
telegraphic instruments, 
other uses, or cutting cardboard into strips 
of suitable width for railway and other 
tickets. 

A designates the frame of the machine, 
in one end of which are the adjustable 
boxes B for the shaft and spool, on which 
the roll of paper C to be trimmed and cut 
into strips is wound. 

In place of unwinding the paper from a 
roll, as shown and described, it may be 
passed direct from the reel on the paper 
making machine to the cutting machine. 
The continuous web of paper, as it is un- 
wound from roll C, passes over and between

parallel guide rolls D and E, the function 
of which is to guide the web of paper and 
hold it level during the process of trimming 
off the rough edges, a tension roll, F, 
being employed to hold the web of paper 
steady and prevent it from vibrating while | 
passing between the circular knives or 
cutters on the trimming shafts G and | 
H. These circular knives (shown at G’ | 
and H’) gre fastened upon their respective 
shafts a suitable distance apart to trim off 
the rough edges of the web of paper as it 
passes between them ; but in case the paper | 
has been already trimmed on the paper 
making machine, then of course these trim- 
ming knives may be dispensed with. The | 
web of paper, as it leaves the trimmers and | 
the guide rolls E, passes under the tension | 
roll F and then up to the device for dividing 
the trimmed web of paper longitudinally 
into strips of any desired width and wind- 
ing these strips into rolls of suitable size 
for their respective uses. 

The dividing or cutting of the web of pa- | 
per longitudinally into continuous parallel 
strips of any desired width is performed by 
a series of circular revolving knives or cut- 
ters, I, placed concentrically and parallel to 
one another upon a threaded shaft, J, as 
illustrated more clearly in the enlarged de- | 
tail view, Fig. 3, the distance between the | 
cutters being spaced or regulated by means | 
of washers of suitable thickness, K, which | 
are interposed between them. The width or 
number of these spacing washers will de- 
termine the width of the strips as these are 
being cut by the revolving circular knives, 
and in order to permit of their ready re- 
moval, as well as the removal of the circular 
knives I, when required for sharpening or 
renewal, the shaft J is provided at opposite 
ends with flanged collars, L, adapted to be 
placed upon the shaft so as to bear or bind 
with their inner ends against the outermost 
washers K at each end. These collars L | 
have flanges, /, against which the holding 
nuts M may be screwed up tight on the 
threaded ends of the shaft, one on each 
side, so as to force the collars L with con- | 
siderable pressure in the direction of the 
middle of the shaft, and thereby clamp or 
bind the intervening series of knives and

starting the machine, is at the lower end of 
the slotted bearing 7, resting upon and be- 
tween the peripheries of the revolving sup- 
porting cylinders g and g’, by frictional 
contact with which it is revolved and in the 
same direction. As the paper is wound 
around this spool the roll gradually in- 
creases in bulk or diameter by the accumu- 
lation of paper around it, causing the ends 
of the roller shaft to rise gradually in the 
vertical slotted bearings on each side, fric- 
tional contact between the roll of paper and 
the revolving cylinders g and g, by which 
it is revolved, being maintained and regu- 
lated by means of the levers 4 and their 
adjustable weights /. 

At the same time that the paper is being 
wound around the spool it is subjected to 
the action of the revolving cutters I, the 
shaft of which revolves at considerable 
velocity, so as to cut the paper into parallel 
longitudinal strips as roll Ois being formed. 
The revolving cutters I are caused to run 
perfectly true by the guide flanges » of the 
idlers N, which slightly overlap the roll on 
both sides, and as the roll increases in bulk 
and shaft /rises in its slotted bearings the 
revolving cutter shaft will rise with it, so 
as to always maintain cutting contact with 
the periphery of the roll until all of the 
paper on roll C has been unwound, trimmed, 
cut into strips, and these strips wound upon 
spools or shells on the winding shaft ¢.

The Day of Small Margins. 





There has probably never been a 
time when profits were smaller in the man- 
ufacture of staple goods. Competition has 
forced prices so low that with many estab- 
lishments the margin maintained above 
cost is extremely narrow. Economies of all 
kinds have been instituted, expenses have 
been forced down wherever possible, im- 
proved methods have been eagerly intro- 
duced when but a slight saving of labor is 
promised ; but in almost every case the 
buyer gets the benefit of the reduced cost 
in a reduced j.rice. It is a rather curious 
fact that this condition should extend itself 
beyond the manufacturer to the jobber and 
distributor of goods, but it seems to be an 
inexorable law governing the handling of 
staple articles. 


past two years jobbers have barely re- 
couped themselves for the cost of shipping | 
such goods in and out of their warehouses. 

The encroachment of manufacturers on 
the trade once exclusively in the hands of 
jobbers is to some extent the cause of this 
condition of affairs, but it is not the only 
reason. Competition is as keen among 
jobbers themselves as among the manufac- 
turers, and instances are frequent in which 
these large merchants have seemed willing 
to carry on business merely for the sake of 
being in the trade.
